esting, for we in Wisconsin have 
found lots of amusing circumstances

mary saw his 'avorite candidate for 
an o'fflce nominated, he repudiated the 
primary and brought another man in- 
to the field. However, the Times says 
that of the 991 delegates to the next 
republican national convention, the 
985 voting delegates, if that body does 
not give the representatives of Porto 
JUco, iHawaii, and the Philippines the 
right to vote in it, 597 will be elec'.ed 
by primaries. In this reckoning the 
eight delegates of once conservative 
.Vermont, which didn't yield last year 
to the mania for presidential primar- 
ies, but seems unable to resist it, are 
included. These delegates are not 
chosen, as they should be, on the same 
;day. The state primaries are held on 
different dates, the last of them al- 
most overlapping the meeting at Chi- 
cago. 
For underground work from 


state to state, for secret manipulation, 
and combination to control or circum- 
iTent the expression of "the popular 
choice" which the worshippers of that 
•Brazen Calf, the primary system, fer- 
vently expected from the presidential 
primary, no better plan could be de- 
vised. 
Ai common, obvious complaint 


.against this ridiculous fetich is ut- 
tered sadly by the Boston Herald: 


"As the law now stands, everybody 


in Massachusetts—republican, demo- 
crat, progressive, populist, prohibi- 
tionist, socialist—can take part in the 
selection of republican delegates, and 
so in an expression of a choice as to 
the republican candidate."

Hall, of the Seventh Minnesota Con- 
gress District, after taking oath be- 
fore a judge that he was a republican, 
sent his affidavit to the Minnesota 
secretary of state, also the announce- 
ment of his candidacy for district del- 
egate to the Chicago convention. The 
papers were returned, with the infor- 
mati^n that under the primary law a 
candidate for delegate must take oath 
that he supports some candidate for 
the presidential nomination whose 
name has been filed with the secre- 
tary of the state. The name of no 
candidate for that nomination has 
been filed with the secretary of state- 
Therefore, that official tells Mr. Hall, 
even if {he would-be delegate should 
solemnly swear that he is for such- 
and-such a man for president, his own 
candidacy as a delegate could not be 
put on record. 


If a finer progeny of absurdities can 


be begotten of absurdity in Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio, the intellectulas of 
the legislators of those states must 
have a kink and twisted topsy-turvi- 
ness that would have , made Lewis 
Carroll happy for a year and a day. 
The logical illogicality, the reasoned 
unreason of the proceedings in Mr. 
Hall's case are hard to beat. An old- 
fashioned republican and 
man of 


sense, blind to 
the virtues of this 


great, new statute of the people, Mr. 
Hall is 
"mad clear through." 
He 


:wants to attack the validity of the 
statute. Meanwhile "Minnesota's pro- 
gressive presidential preference pri- 
mary law''—respect the Swinburnian

—is likely to be dragged into the 
courts on other grounds than those of 
Mr. Hall's case. It provides that up- 
on a petition of 500 voters, filed with 
the secretary of state a person may 
became a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination, and that bis con- 
sent shall not be necessary.

latter provision," says the Minneapo- 
lis Herald ia its news columns, "gives 
rise to the opinion of some that the 
person whose name has been filed 
could not force its removal were re- 
sistance offered." In accordance with 
•This theory, petitions for the nomina- 
tion of Mr Root and Colonel Roose- 
velt are to be filed. Mr. Root and 
Colonel Roosevelt will ask the secre- 
tary of state to remove their names 
from the ballot. He will comply. 
Then mandamus proceedings will be 
begun. It is hoped that either he will 
be ordered to restore the names or 
that the primary law will be declared 
unconstitutional.

The questions asked by the govern- 
ment are as follows: 
1. How many sleet and ice storms 
have occurred in your district during ! p 
the past ten years (or as far back j 
as records or memory runs?)

bureau's recent bulletin stating that a 
number of the most fatal diseases are 
now on the decrease is borne out by 
Wisconsin figures 
for several years 


back. 
Throughout the country tuber- 


culosis.lpneunionia, diarrhoel diseases, 
diphtheria-and typhoid fever showed 
r.ediicod death rates.' Deaths from tu- 
berculosis have fallen off 25 per cent 
in - ten years, due to a, more general 
understanding of the laws of health, 
the importance of fresh air, rest, etc., 
and the efforts of various societies for 
the -prevention of this disease. 
Wis- 
consin has recorded a slight but steady 
.decline in deaths from this disease.- 
• The death rate for pneumonia was 
127 per 100,000 people in 1914 through-' 
out the -registration area, which in- 
,clude3 21 states. In Wisconsin these 
deaths -do not show any appreciable 
decline, fluctuating from year to year. 
Decreases are noted, however, in diar- 
rheal diseases of children, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and tj'phoid. lUs -worthy 
of note that Wisconsin's mortality 
from-typhoid/has -fallen off by over 
one-haif in the three-year period, 1910 
to .1913'. The death rate declined in 
that period from 23.3 to 9 per 100,000 
.population.! In the United States in the 
same, period the 
mortality fell from 


23.5 
to-. 17.- In.this- state 'concerted 


efforts to enforce sanitary laws, togeth- 
er with earnest educational.work, have 
contributed to this rapid decline.
